Mr. IjURrin thonuht that the word 
ratepayer was wroufrly used. The <'ity 
went on a wrouK priiiciiile alto^'ether. 
If a m:ui purchased a SKK) lot and paid 
!?10.(K) an<l niortt;a«ed il for the balance 
he became a ratepayer, and a jjrent man. 
Hut if a mnii paid .SIO.OOO in btisiness 
taxes he had absolutely no voice in the 
affairs of the city, even though he might 
employ hundreds of hands. The system 
which iircvailed in tho East was the 
correct one. It was the interest of tho 
hidivldiml that shonlkl be consilrvcd. 
The late Hon. T. Davie, a number of 
years ago, liinl brought forward a simi- 
iar jiroiiosition to the present, btit for 
himself the speaker thouglit that it was 
a wrung idea, lis he was in for repre- 
.sentative instinilioiis every time. 

Senator .Miiedonald thought that the 
peo|ile whose property was jiledged for 
the payment of the civic debts should 
lie the pcoiile who should have the say. 
.\s 10 road building, etc., it was the 
lack of proper system that caused the 
tronble. These should all be maiiped 
out early in tho year, and the \viirk 
carried nut on these lines, and adding to 
or cliangiug the iipi>roprintions .should 
not he allowed. Such a filato of things 
did not obtain in the houses of parlia- 
ment, and tliey should not be allowed 
in civic niiittors. As an iuslaiiee of 
liow ineoniiiel.-iiitly some of the city 
work wiiH enrrii'd out, he pointed to the 
layinc of sandstone on Jielleville^ street. 
This hfld now been ground down and 
deep lilts cut into it. It was an in- 
sane idea to pwt sneh stone on a sti eel. 

ilr. Petrson did not believe in iiaymg 
alderinen, but the best salaries fhonld 
be ))ai(l engineers and others, and these 
latter made entirely responsible for the 
carrvitug out of the public works. Th<> 
trouble was that the >ravnr ami Alder- 
nun no matter how good they were in 
lirivnte life, as soon tliey were elected 
became .jaclis of all tra-'es. and it miirlit 
very naturnlly be nssuiiKi^ tio',': so lone 
as thev were they ivere masters ;.f none. 

Mr. Bragg llion'.'at that il vhould not 
be forgotten that the Afnyof ilficl Ah'er- 
nien were there bv the favor of the elec- 
tors, (But if a few more practical men 
were selected ns ali'.erinen it' wo'ild be 
mnch better.

Very 
often a mill or siiieltor will be erected, 
not only before suOh is justihablo, but 
a number of instances is of three times 
the capacity that is warranted by exist- 
ing conditions of the mine, and again 
often it occurs that ,a iniU has been 
erected to treat ore tnat.was~only suit- 
able for a smelter, and' vice versa. ^ Anil 
iinother serious mistake is often made 
in tliij selection of mills. Too often it 
is that a new-fangled couglonieratiou 
of imlleys, cams, rollers, etc., backed by 
worthless guarantees and a smart. 
smoDi li-tallciiig inaehine, been Releeted 
and installed ani! found utterly worth- 
less. Itesult— failure and blasted hope.s. 

.My advice is to first be sure you have 
a siillicicnt unantity of paying ore to 
jtistity the erection oE same; then sliip 
small iiuantities of. say, 000 pounds 
each, to several reduction works, and 
ascertain by doing so the best method 
suitable for the extraction of values 
from the ore. Then select the best 
maehinory to be secured, but by all. 
means stiiy cle: r of iii.'w-faugled' inven- 
tions and let some other fidlow clo tin- 
exiicriincnting with it; avoid by all 
meant; tho acemiiulation of a scrap-iron 
idle around your works, for it looks 
bad. 

If you do not know what is tho best 
melh()d suitable for treating your ores, 
get the best practical advice to bo pro- 
cured, and puv for it. for free advlci! in 
a qupstioti of this kind is very oxpen- 
sivo sometimes. n<dy on the old niollo 
wlih'h says: "First be sure you tne 
right, then go ahead."

Such pmnts 
arc rarely considered, but lire a great 
consideration iu compressing air. ll 
there is large clearance npace lietweeii 
the piston and cvliuder heads or valves, 
I ben there is a i;reat loss of energy, as 
in such case all of the air compressed 
is not disidiaru'i'd into pipes or receivers, 
but on return stroke exiiands with re- 
duced pressure and prevents access ol 
friy^^air to eiitrinico valves, and only a 
certain proportion of that which is 
compressed is ill reality discnapgcd 
throagh the valves into the receiver. 
And about the piston range— who knows 
what amount of air is continually pajvs- 
im; from one side of the piston to the 
other occasioned bv having defective 
liir-s''' And last, but not least, me 
<iua"litv of oil used to lubricate the in- 
terior" of ivlindcr and valve How 
iirten does it occur that an agent for a 
cheap oil comes to the maiia.L'cr and 
bra"s about the ijualilv and cheapness 
„1' the oil of all kinds that he has for 
sale iiiil (>vcn guaraiiteeiiit; that hlfl oil 
will' last longer and give better results 
than that made by well-known mnnu- 
facturers of same? lie usually make« 
1 sale with tho result that it is soon 
discivered that the stuff is not suitable 
for that class of ■work, is charreil and 
gums up the valve.s, eutailiuL' no end 
of trouble to the engineer and loss of 
time in the mine, when mnchinc-'y h as 
to be overhauled. 

It is not my iuteiition to advocate iii 
this article the use of any spe ial 
niaidiiue. hut to hr'ng before purcbascrs 
of irachinerv a few points for their 
•'ilidiince. l-'or instance, in lakiiii,- up 
"he (luestion of rock drills, a selling 
a"eiit for tliive i.-uanintees to the mine 
inanager that his drill will penetrate 
so maiiv feet of rock in an e glit-liour 
shift. AVlioever knew such miaratitee 
to be fulfilled iu actual i.raetice U 
is all verv well to say thai it will do so 
much work, but Imw Ion- can that be 
done '' I have tested about every typo 
of reck ilr'.ll now iu use, and each has 
its weak points. Some drills ontnil a 
creati r cost per annum in repairs than 
otIuMs, hut it is not a question of the 
cost or renewal of repair parts, but losfi 
of time to operators of such when they 
RCt ont of order. When a inacbine' Js 
at work, and something goes wrong with 
it. the miners lose at least a half hour s 
time trying to hud out what is the 
trouhle; finally they take it (b>wn, and 
procure a new one at los<i of tune— lor 
two men of at least two hours— while 
t.ie repairs are being made. This was 
forcildv brought to my notice by testing 
a machine recently arrived from bng- 
Und. Tho pawl springs, wdiich were 
very light and costing only a few cents 
eacii, would frwiuently be found broken 
and reiiuire renewal, entailing a l"8s to 
the ojierators of an average of one hours 
time. . , 

lu mining, the best machinery whicli 
can be procured is none too good; tho 
tendencv in thec^e days is to use very 
lart-'o drills. I consider that a :','/i;iiicli 
miKdiiue is laru'e euoiii,'li fin- any mining 
work, irresiKM'tive of the (diarattcr of 
rock- nlwavs supposing that the air 
pressure is not less than !W pounds |)er 
square inch. Where air is to be con- 
veyed iu pipes ,^ long distance, it should 
be" superheateil at the nearest iiractiea 
lioint to where wtiiiie is used, and will 
result in greater efliciency and economy. 

HeL-ardiiig the selectioi)- of a hoist- 
ing engine, I would say never to 
instal one with a single cylinder, 
for as it will freiniently hnpiieii, 
wdien wanted for instant use, stop 
on dead centre, rcnuiring with 
large ciigineci some considerable time to 
-et stnrted again. This would bo very 
dui"erous where men were blasting in 
-iiaft or winze, and had to depend on 
the maciiinerv to get them out of dan- 
ger. I also strongly condemn the use ol 
claw or jaw clutches on hoists, tlie 
band friction (dutidi being nnudi more 
suitable and safe, for if. when lowering 
Imii l;ct (u- cage, tlie brake should break, 
the friction (dutch could bO throwni in 
instantlv, and act as a brake; but this 
could not be done with a .iaw clutch. 

Tliere iis a great diversity of opinion 
as to the best type of steam boiler for 
miniiiK work. My choice is lor large 
locomotive or fire-bo.\- type. Ihc lirst 
cost would be slightly in excess ol that 
of the ordinary round tubular boiler, 
but it would not reiiuire any brickwork, 
and when properlv covered with soino 
good non-conductive material, will be 
found to be very economical ni the con- 
sumption of fuel, and as a large niinibei: 
of miners have to depend on the use of 
cordwood for generating steam. It i« 
well adiMited for it, us, unlike the ordm- 
arv tubular boiler, there U no internal 
lire-box brickwork to bo displaced liy 
using cordwood, and the cost of lu i ■ 
ing in a tubular boiler more than onsets 
the extra price paid for one of the loco 
Tuotivo type. A •boiler of this 
should never have less than three uicli 
(d' water space between lire-box 
shell. Of mining pumiis there 
several iu the market, but wliere dirty 
and '-ritty wiiter has to be conleudcd 
^vith— whether iu shaft, sinking or ma- 
tion ^vork— nothing but an outside 
packed plunger sliould be used. 

V piston or bucket pump will alwny« 
give trouble. Brass or gun-metal vnive 
with sole-leather facing will last longer 
than any other kind of rubber valve. 

Where frequently great, mistakes are 
maile is in the selection of a suitable 
treatmer.t for ores found in a pr(>spect. 
It •■■eiierallv hap|ieiis that there is too 
great a Inirry to erect a .mill or smelter 
bef<lre having develope.l tho prospect 
sullk'iently to ascertain ounlltles and 
quantity of ore. I maintiiiii that rarely

Ingeuioua C'Utrivaii'e Devised by a 
French Olhcor. 

Colonel Humbert, a Krench ofllcer, has 
liroiiglit out an ingenious iiivoiitlon. 
which, it is n.sserted. will entirely abol- 
ish the sound. Hash and <<iiioke when a 
nun is fircil. The invention consists of 
a loiiu' tube screwed to the muzzle of the 
,-uii. The iiiiside of the tube is littcd 
'vith a scries of short steel cylinders, 
due end of these eyliinlers is open and 
the other closed, but with a holi- in Ihe 
centre slightly larger than the bore of 
tile gun. 

The cylinders are placed in the tube 
till it is full. Then the screw iihiL' is 
inaerleil and all an.> i)res<seil into clase 
contact. The tube is thus divided into 
a series of small i oniiiarlmentu coru- 
iiiuiiicating witli the bore of Ihe gun 
and with each other by small boles at 
their bases. The result is that the 
volume of sound and the flash of the <lls- 
charge is broken. As soon as the shot 
(dears the inuzzlo gas rushes to the first 
I'ompartnient, where it is retained until 
the bnso of the projectile is clear of the 
entrance to the second cylinder, when 
it immediately follows it. The process 
is repented in one compartment nfier 
another, with tho result that the gas 
gradually finds more and more room f(U- 
expansion, aud when tho projectile 
finallv leaves tlie tube the greater por- 
llou of the gas has been collected in a 
•r"dueed state of eompresaioii in the 
tube, from which it finally, escapes with- 
out Hash or sound.

l.et iiie review. On August 21 nt the 
rendezvous of the two shijis at Olrik's 
Hay, 1 gave niy verbal resignation and 
lirofl'er of voluntary services. Mr. I'eary 
accepted the former, but wanted to de- 
liberate over the matter. As in both in- 
stances of previous engagements (wdiich 
were driMiped at li:s reiiuestl he had ac- 
cepted my \'oliintary services. I sup- 
posed he would now. The ships seiiae- 
iitcd to meet iij) the sliore toward ICtah 
at .\crke. 1 was directed to colitiiulo on 
the \\'iii(hvan! ill charge of the Eskimo.^, 
he being on the Krik. On Auijust 2-1 the 
sliip^- met, >tiires were transferred and 
the Wiiidwurd reiiiailiing, all o[ us pro- 
ceeded oil the ICrik toward Cape Sahiiie, 
sii]ipo>e(l to be reached by evening, after 
making a call at Ktali before crossing 
the ch:iiiiiel. 

..My written resignation, now given Mr. 
I'eaiy. embodied the following: 

"Vim will never, by any voluntary net 
ot mine be deprived of ray medical ser- 
vices, nor of a helping hand, so long as 
you are in tho .Vrclie. If I am not to re- 
main nt your heiKbiunrters yon can de- 
pend upon my being at the nearest pos- 
sibie point that I can cff(>ct a landing 
and iiiaiutaiii life. iMy salary, of course, 
ceases from date. My full salary, .91.SIKI 
piM- year, being now due lue, you will 
please L'ive me an order on the Peary 
,\rctic ('liib. 1 shall refrain from nmk- 
ign any iiuiblic comment ami any ]irivale 
coiniiie'iu on the chain ot circumstances 
leading to the rupture of our relations 
until we return to the States, when I 
shall justify my course, for the sake of 
my family and my honor, if I deemi it 
necessary.

Within a few hours of reailiing Etah 
I requested au ans-wer, whi(li was as 
follows: 

hand, and is accepted, to take effect on 
your arrival in New York, whither you 
will proceed on the returning Erik. On 
the receipt of your diaries and game 
lists, etc., and tho medical stores now iu 
your pos.session I will authorize the club 
"to pay you the bonus of .?.")<) per mouth 
provided in our contract for faithful ser- 
vice." 

Thifi ended llie iucident. I asked ytr. 
Peii.ry how long -we .would anchor nt 
Etali. Ho replied "A couple of hours." 
I asked liow long it would take to cross 
tho Sabine. iHc replied: "Four hours if 
there Is no ice." 'vVe had crosseil twice 
during the summer free from the ice. 

Wo were within n couple of hours of 
Etah. This was the only opportunity 
for the landing. Supper was eaten and 
1 had lime to collect niy diaries and 
game lists, write au order lo Mr. Bridg- 
man to pay the .SI, 8(10 to my wife, h.tc-t- 
ily close my mail lo the Slates, collect 
iiiy wife's ' letters and ]ihotogra;)'hs, a 
sealskin coat and a few lhim,'s into a 
small bag, e.xidiaiige my coal for a heav- 
ier one, ask iieriiiissioii of Mr. I'eary to 
go ashore fiu' hare seen on the Ibeach 
and get in the boat which was landing 
an Eskimo and his effects. 

Kroiii sliore I changed my mind and 
allowed the ICskinui to shoot n hare ami 
kept liiui wailing for a minute, to send 
the t'ollowiir-' to the ship, alon-; with the 
hare aud the shotgun: 

"I stated iu my rosignntion t'hat 1 
would remain at nearest point possible 
to your headi]uartcrs so a8 to be within 
your real ll in case my medical services 
lire, needed. I would willingly stjiy nt 
Sabine, but if I were not allowed to do 
f.0 tho ship might frustrate my plan of 
landing iu the settlements. This place 
is near Auoritok. At that place I can 
couu' to Sabine after the middle of 
.N'oveiiiber. ! eiu-iainiy shall never leave 
the Arctic uiitii this e.\peditioiv 
ends. I don't feel like going 
a.-ilKU-e at your house and defying anyoiu> 
lo put nil; aboard. I wouhl rather he 
Avithiii easv reach, as I would be at f>a- 
hii.e. The staying on lhi<s side is the 
ns.vt best thing I can do. I assure yiiu 
ol iiiy liOnCst intention to do niy duty In 
this matter, and that it is not to desert 
human heiiigs who tame North e.viiect- 
iiig that n idiysicuui ivoulil be with tliein. 
If I remain at Anoritok I shall call at 
Sabine as soon as jiossihle and renew 
r.iiy offer of luediciil Kcrvices. 

The matter was turned Over by Mr. 
Peary to Mr. Bridgman, ^ouf.mander of 
the relief vessel, who, when he failed to 
move 1110 in my puin)o«e. said: "You nn- 
was now declared forfeited. 
dfTrstnnd that yon 'wlll not b<^ given oa" 
ounce of food from tiliis ship." Nor w;.s 
I. I -was nlso told thiat the !i;i,SOO bonus 
•which had been acknowledged duo me 

■O. F, Wyckoff, one of tho sumincr e.K- 
ciirsionifits on the relief ship, furnished 
1110 with his own Hfle and some cart- 
ridges. 

'Upon tho sli'ip sailing I left Etah m 
two dnys and went overland '25 miles to 
i.Viioritok. Oil .Tainiary I crossed to 
Seibine in the dark witli lOskimo guides. 
Thirty-two per cent, of the party had 
died during the fall— one-lmlf of tho 
Eskimo men. iJIr. Penry refused my 
sorviece and ordered me to take all my 
elTocts from Sabine, and ' nBt to come 
iback again, saying: " ,

I >l:U('(l iliat an epidemic 
of scarlet rash had attarUcil tho settle- 
tnonts oC KocUau anil Auoritok, and 
said, "You have only to let me know in 
caso my services are reijiiired hy you. I 
shall remain here until you leave Sabine 
unless driven away by scarcity of na- 
tives or food." 

I rccciveil Iho following reply: "It is 
not iiccoss.ary for you to ask for iiiedi- 
eino on behalf of the Eskimos. Any 
nicdiciuc that I can spare will be sent 
just ns quickly if you say outright tltat 
yon want them for yourself. I will re- 
lievo .vour anxiety about Ahnradagibsii 
by saying that I am not likely to press 
him into service, ami you, therefore, 'will 
not he iindi-r the necessity of seeking a 
new host. I am not iiitcresteil in you.- 
iiioveineiits, as long as you keep com- 
pletely away from mo and niy Mtatious." 

liather than ai/cept my nieilical ser- 
vices for his Kskiiiios, nltliough within a 
stone's thrirw of his door were the 
graves of seven of his party who lia l 
(lied witliin a couiile of inoiiths of his re- 
fusing lu.v medical services at Etah, Mr. 
I'eary never sent any notice to me wnlieii 
this man wa.s 'afterwards critically ill in 
his service. 

On January 25 I wrote: "I will ask 
.you to sell inc To pounds of hiseiiit. i'A 
cnus of milk, 10 jionnds of coffee. 5 
pounds of tea,' 8 pounds of bncHJn, u 
small bag of .salt, and a few jars of bn.et 
e.vtract. Cut list or omit. If coffee can 
be .spared and riot sagar, then coffee 
alone." The reply came: "I Tegret that 
I have 110 provisions to spare." • He sent 
nu! some salt and four -fJ-ounce jars of 
beef extract. I returned this witli a 
note: "iTon seem to have bad tc ligun; 
very close on {irovisions. I return tho 
salt. You may need it." 

•On Mnrcli 7 I went to Sabine from a 
visit to tho lower settlements to ask for 
medicine for ilying Eskimos. Mr. 'Peary 
hiul gone .\orth tho day before. The 
Btownrd refused the medicino and would 
not allow two natives, ill at hoiidquar- 
tors, to ho treated (one of tlioin died a 
little later), fiaying lie was tinder orders. 
I sledged 42,T miles, tho ciitiro trip, and 
returned to liiid one native dead and an- 
other died next day. From getting 
Hlighily wet on the journey during a 
forced march in a storm, I went to hod 
ill. Diarrho eaeiisued, lasting three 
months until I got a change of food from 
tho whalers. L had the same, trouble 
ov(>r two months in the fall. . ' 

lOn May 20 I went to Sabine to com- 
•plete the remoTal' of my effects. Mr. 
Peary diad rcturh'6a^' I , was offered no 
eutertain'm^nt, 'but direetedito leaye. just

as soon ns possible, which I did without 

sleejiing. 

I felt that niy responsibility to stay it 
Auoritok had ended. I went 230 miles^ 
to C'lijio York, hojung to got mail via 
whalers. They gave me generous .stiji- 
Iilies. 1 was brought mail hy the Wind- 
ward on August I was given no 
supplier. Her return, on August 28, 
was grateful, as twice previously she 
had heon frozen and detained all winter. 
I lived tho year in Eskimo huts, eating 
their coarse, uncleanly food, "but re- 
turned to civilization still enamored 'with, 
the Arctic and in good health and fine 
spirits. 

During the year 45 deaths thinned th? 
tribe 80 tdiat only 1S7 temained. Oue 
man was murdered, being suspected of 
witchcraft, and one boy was killed by a 
anan suffering from deliriimi or mania. 
LVnother hoy was badly staMied in the 
arm iind side from tho same cause. A 
numher of children were strangled upon 
the ileath of their mother. In a rase of 
twiu.s both of tliom met the same fate, 
because of superstitious fears. 

IMy motives for romaiiiiug North wore 
as iiure as tho driven snow, ns iilain as 
A, ]?, (.', ami as noble as Ood ever gave 
to man. They were simply that I would 
not leave men in the Arctic without the 
ehaiico of medical aid.

FIIOM GU^ATBMALA., 

.Xorwegian -Ship Arrives From Scenes or 
Destruction. 

The Norwegian ship Ortn, which ha ■- 
arrived at Seattle from San .loee dc 
iCuateiuiila, was there while tho vol- 
canic eruptions, which cost thousands ot 
lives, were in progress. Although the 
eruptions took .place ninety miles from 
San Jose, tlie effects of the disturbances 
were plainly visible, and one day while 
a favorable wind in-evailcd, tho deck of 
the Orta was covered to a depth of sev- 
eral inches with hot ashes. Capt. 
Iteiifsness tells <d' one case ivliere a man 
who had tho day before been rei-koiied 
as a .miilti-niillioiiaire, applied on board 
his shii> l'"i' something to eat, his entire 
earthly iiossi'Sv<ions being itlic clothes in 
which lie had escaiie<l when awakened 
from sleep by the cries of the natives. 

Prior to the volcano's terrible Work., 
the mom:y market in Cnatemala bad
